CLEARING-HOUSE DEVICE 


THE LATEST SCHEME TO EVADE THE m. 
TERSTATE COMMERCE LAW. 


Combination of Western Roads Under Chair- 
man Nidgley Effected at Chicago—Novel 
Methods for Fixing Responsibility for 
Rate-Cutting—All the St. Louls Lines to 
the West in the Trust. ' 


CHIca¢o, III., November 27.—Regarding the 
much talked of conference between Chairman 
Midgley and several railroad magnates in New 
York, a local paper says: For several weeks 
past Jay Gould, O. P. Huntington, Charies 
Francis Adams, W. B. Strong and other rall- 
road magnates interested in Western rall- 
roads have been holding conferences in New 
York, in whieh Chairman Midgiey of the 
Southwestern Rallway Association has 
taken a prominent part. The object 
of these conferences has been kept a 
profound secret. Saturday the announce- 
ment was made that the conferences bad come 
to an end and that an agreement had been 
made whereby the troubles among the South 
western roads would be ended and rates be 
advanced from 2% to 8 per cent as soon as 
possible. But thie announcement was no 
nearer the truth than the previous reports re- 
garding the mysterious conlerence. The rail- 
road magnates evidently desired to keep 
everybody in ignorance of the actual impor- 
tance of the proposed agreement until All ar- 
rangements bad been perfectedand the new 
scheme put in operation. It has been 
learned, however, that the project con- 
templates nothing more nor iess than 
the formation of a gigantic railroad 
trust or ‘clearing house’ comprising all roads 
between points west of a line drawn through 
Chicagoand Milwaukee on the cast, St. Paul 
and Minneapolis ou the north, Colorado, New 
Mexico and Wyoming on the west, and 
Arkansas on the south. All the existing 
freight and passenger associations within the 
territory named are to be abolished and 
merged in the new trust or clearing house, 
as it is named. There is to be an executive 
board of three, which shall devote its 
entire attention to the affairs of 


the ‘clearing house,’ and be intrusted 
with all matters connected therewith. One of 
the three is to be elected Chairman of the 
‘clearing-hbouse,” and the other two to be 
known as Vice-Chairman of the Freight De 
partmentand Vice-Chairman of the Pas-en- 
“er Department, reepectiveiy. The Chairman, 
it is understood, is to be J. W. Midgi who, 
under the terms of the axcreement, would bea 
greater man than Commissioner Fink, virta- 
ally having full control of the management 
so fur as traffic affaires are concerned, of all 
the reads between Chicago and the Rocky

York conferences—one providing for a . 
vision of tate, another tor a division of 
earnings and a third ior ‘a clearing house.’ 
It was Aunliy decided to aceept the latter, be- 
cause the former were more lik to bring 
the roads into conflict with the interstate 
eomreerce law.

BLACK BURN—RUCKER. 


A Former St. Lout⸗ an Whe Was Said te Be 
the Challenge Bearer. 


John ©. Moore Denver, who was said to 
be the bearer of'h cvallenge from Judge“, 
A. W. Rucker of Colorado to Senator J. C. 
8S. Blackburn of Kentucky, was well 
known in this city before he went 
to Denver. He isa tali, good-looking man of 
very exalted ideas on honor and cbhiyaliry and 


has always been astrong advocate of settiing 
all questions of henor and veracity on 
the dueling field. He has been second 
in several of these affairs and had 
established quite a reputation as 4 
cool and diplomatic second. Comptroller 
Robert A. Campbell said of him this morning: 
„„John Moore was bern ia st. Louls some 
where down about Sixth street. He has been 
in the suewspaper business nearly ail 
bis life. did not know bim 
until after the war. He was at one time 
running the Kansas City Times. He was also 
onnected with a paper at Independence, 
an., and was once on the Times in this city. 
I think he must sow be about 30 years of 
age. He always was a very bright man 
and was ons ed a brilliant conversa- 
tionalist. Some of his remarks are still quoted 
_ some of bis old friends. If Il remember 
rightly Moore was one of the seconds in the 
Marmaduke- Walker duel. He was severeir 
censured for his conduct in the matter 
and a great many said that Moore was to 
blame for bringing about a duel which could 
and should have been avoided. What ne has 
been doing since be went to Denver I don’t 
know, and I bad not heard of hito until this 
Blackburn-Rucker matter came up. 
MR. ALFRED CARR, 

the Insurance Comwmwissioner, bas known J. 
C. Moore for years. In speaking of him he 
said, ‘‘John Moore le a son of Dr. John N. 
Moore, who was one of tue best known physi 
clans in St. Louls. He nad an office on Sixth 
and Walnut streete for years and at the time 
of bis death was the dean of the Mis- 
sour! Medical College. John Moore was 
born and brought up in St. Louis and att 
of the old people here know bim. Fors long 
time he was the editor of she Gimes and when 
he ieft here he went to Kansas City and took 
charge of the Kansas City Times. He was 
Gn. Marmaduke’s second in the duel with 
Walker, but it is a mistake to suppose that he 
was in any way the cause of the duel, or that 
he obstructed a settiement. The Marmaduke- 
Walker duel was brought about by the rivairy 
between the Arkansas and Misseurt troops. 
They were v jealous of each other, and at 
a dinner Walker spoke of the action of 
the Miesourt soldiers in a certain engagement 
and charged them with cowardice. Gen. 
Marmaduke then insulted bim, and the result 
was the duel. Moore was Gen. Muermaduke’s 
friend in the matter, but he nad nothing to do 
with bringing the duel about, and cou not 
have prevented it. Moore was born here, on 
Sixth and Walnut streets, and grew ap in this 
city. He was always and is conbidered a 
bright feliow.’’

A Distressing Domestic Drama Ended lg the 
Noble Lady’s Death.

Lowpon, November 27.—The death of the 
Duchess of Sutherland yesterday bas given 
rise to much talk in society andclubiand. It 
is the end of the first act of a distressing do- 
mestic drama d which the late Duchess was 
the victim aud which recently narrowly es- 
caped expost,e ‘a the law courts, where the 
ease was setties after the preliminary issue 
hed been joined. Until a tew years ago the 
Duke and Duchess were regarded as being an 
exceedingly happy couple. Some few years 
ago the Duke happened to meet casually 
a Mrs. Blair. the wife of an 
army officer. This lady is as spare as the 
Duchess was stout, as dark us the Duchess 
Was fair, The Duke soon became fascinated, 
and in short the iady’s name became oon 
nected with his in a manner exceedingly 
painful to hie family. It is asserted that the 
lady’s husband was unabie to bear the die- 
race caused by the scandal, and that he 
biew his brains out. Divorce proceedings 
were instituted against the Dake at the time, 
' Dut were soon stopped at the direct instiga- 
tion of the Queen, who was an intimate 
friend of the late Duchess and also of the Duke. 
The Duchess bore the deprivation of her bus- 
band’s society with exemplary resignation, 
and they seldom met except on formal occa- 
sions. Meanwhile, the Duke spent much of 
his time traveling and yachting, generally in 
Southern waters, with Mrs. Blair, who expe- 
rienced no difficulty in funding s complacent 
chaperon. Last winter the ke, hap- 
pening to meet on his travels Ad- 
miral Sir Reginald Macdonaid and 
somme other intimate friends of the 
Privee of Wales, invited them to accompany 
his party on board the yacht during the re- 
mainder of ite cruise in Indian waters, and al!

An Unlicensed Fortune- Teller.

Afirmed— Powers of the Chief of 
Police Increased—An Interview Between 
the Mayor and the Police Commissioners. 


2 MONG the deolsions handed 
down by the Supreme 
Court of the State yesterday 
was one by Judge Biack 
affirming the decision of 
Judge Thayer, formerly of 
the St. Louis Circuit Court, 
in the case of David R. 
Francis, Mayor of St. Louis, 
vs. James L. Blair, Vice 
President of St. Louis 
Board of Police OCommis- 
sioners. 

The decision is one of great 
importance, locally. Upon it turns the man 
agement of the entire police force 
during the vacation of the board, 
or when the commissioners are not 
actually in session. As the Board meets res- 
ularly only once a week, every Tuesday, itisa 
dificult matter for them to foresee and pro- 
vide . for emergencies or perpiexing 
questions of discipline which might 
arise during the six days interregnum 
until their next meeting. For a period of over 
fifteen. years, up toa year ago last spring, it 
had been customary for the commissioners to 
elect one of their number Vice-President and 
to delegate him authority as the executive of- 
ficer of the board. 

This precedent was followed by the present 
board when appointed by Governor Marma- 
duke, James L. Blair, the recognized leader 
of the Marmaduke forces in this 
city, being selected for the important 
position of Vice-President. Mayor Fran- 
cls, ex-officio President of the 
board, and Gov. Marmaduke belonged to an- 
tagonistic factions in the Democratic party 
and the feeling between them was generally 
believed to be very bitter. The Mayor didn’t 
like the idea of having Mr. Blair,a strong Mar- 
maduke man, running the police force. He 
conceived the idea that he, as President of the 
board, was its executive officer and that the ac- 
tion of previous board in vesting that autbor- 
ity in the Vice-President was contrary to law. 
He accordingly appplied to Judge Thayer of 
the Circuit Court for 

AN INJUNCTION 
releasing the board from enforcing the 
resolution appointing Mr. Blair their execu- 
tive officer. Judge Thayer refused the injunc- 
tion on the ground that the law expressly 
stated that the Mayor of the city should be ex- 
cluded from the active management of the 
police force. The Mayor took the injunction 
to the State Supreme Court on a demurrer. 


Judge Heury, at that time Chief-Justice of 
the Supreme Court, rendered the decision. In 
it he repealed the decision of the lower tribu- 
nal, ide that while all law upto 1876 ex- 
clude the Mayor from the manage- 
ment of the police force, yet the adop- 
tion of the city charter at that 
time in which the Mayor was expressly made 
the chief executive of the city had by Implica- 
tion repealed all such laws, and the Mayor 
was unquestionably the executive officer of 
the board. The case was remanded 
to the Circuit Court for trial on 
the facts. Evidence was submitted as to 
what the custom of previous police boards 
bad been for fifteen years, and on other facts 
bearing on the case and in accordance 
with the law, as interpreted by the 
Supreme Court, Judge Thayer found for 
the Mayor and granted the injunction. 
Vice-President Blair and the other 
commissioners then appealed the case to the 
Supreme Court for adecision in the entire 
cuse, and itis this appeal which was decided 
py — 

From this review of the case it will be seen 
that the decision of Judge Black sustains 
the Mayor, and in effect declares 
thatthe resolution of the board appointing 
the Vice- President their executive officer is in- 
valid. 

Some idea of the importance of the position 
for which the Mayor and Mr, Blair have been 
contending may be gleaned from a story of an 
occurrence shortly after the first decision by 
the Supreme Court was rendered, as told to 
a Post-DIsPATCH reporter by a prominent 
member of the board. After Judge Henry 
had decisred that the Mayor was in- 
vested with executive authority, Mr. 
Francis tried his band st the manage- 
ment of the force. His first attempt was 
to transfer two police sergeants to new posi- 
tions in districts other than those in which 
they were then stationed. At the next regu- 
lar weekly meeting of the Board an order was 
adopted putting the men back in their old 
places and the Mayor was given to 
understand that he bad been sat down 
upon very bard. His honor laid on bis oars 
for more than a month before attempting 
another move. This time he made another 
transfer. The Board metand again repealed 
his order. The coatest was becoming serious 
and threatend to demoralize the police force. 
Commissioners Galennie, Wilkerson and 
Gooding reoognized this fact, and they 
WAITED ON THE MAYOR 
The Mayor was informed that it 
was no longer a question of a quarre! between 
ulmselt and Mr. Biaif; that the contest in- 
volved the management of the entire police 
force and that they did not propose 
to stand idly by and see him make what dispo- 
sition he pleased of the officers and men.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


The New War Ships—Report of the Life- 
Saving Service. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATOR. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 27.—One of 
the most prominent features connected with 
the building of the new steel cruisers author- 
ized by the last Congress Will be the matter of 
speed. The two steel cruisers of about three 
thousand tons are toexhibita maximum speed 
of at least nineteen knots per hour, and the 
vessel of 6,000 tons e a speed of 
twenty knots per hour. ith the armored 
cruiser of 7,600 tons no speed is provided for 
and it is expected that a certain amount of 
horse power will have to be guaranteed. This, 
however,is a matter that will be settled by the 
board of naval officers appointed to 
prepare plans of theships. Under the law the 

ecretary of the Navy ie authorized to contract 
for the construction of the armored ships and 
the two steel gunboats, with sucd provisions 
for increased speed and the premium to be 
paid thereforas he may think dest. As the 
Secretary has decided to leave all these mat- 
ters to the board, such recommendations as 
they may make will in all probability be ap- 
proved by him, if he decides to go ahead with 
the work. There ie an idea that he will allow 
his successur to determine the plans of the 
new ships, but navy people desire that Mr. 
Whitney will act in the matter before he 
leaves the navy department. He has already 
thoroughly mastered the subject and when his 
annual report is once out of the way, the 
many friends of the new 2 which he has 
done s0 much to build upto its present high 
standard hope that he may find time to add to 
his already high reputation. 

The total cost of these vessels, exclusive of 
armament and any premium that may be paid 
for increased speed, willi be $8,200,000. In the 
case of ench sbip for every quarter knot of 
speed shown above the wuarantee the con- 
tractor will reeeivé $50,000, and for every 
quarter knot less, that there shall be dedacted 
from the contruect price the sum of $60,000. If 
the contract for the construction of these 
vessels cannot be obtained at reasonable 

rices frum outside firms, the Secretary of the 
Navy is authorized to build such vessel or 
vessels at any navy yard he may designate. 


The Life-Saving Service. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., November 27.—The 
report of General Superintendent Kim- 
ball, of the Life-Saving Service shows 4 most 
encouraging condition of affairs. For the 


year ending June 30, 1888, there were 222 life- 
saving stations. The disasters to dccument- 
ary vessels within the territory of the stations 
were 411; there were on board of these 8,653 
persons, of whom only 12 were lost; 743 ship- 
wrecked persons received succor at the sta- 
tions; the estimated value of the vesseis and 
their cargoes was $9,556,285 and the amount 
saved, $7,776,405. On other boats 2092 out of 297 
ersons were saved ; rescued 87 others who bad 
allen from wharves and pivcre; 492 stranded 
vessels were worked off and piloted out of 
danger, and 229 warned off by signals.

THE EASTERN COAST STORM, 


Great Damage to Shipping — Suffering in 
Canada—Body Washed Ashore. 


MONTREAL, Quebec, November 27.—One of 
the most severe storms of snow and wind 
known here for years broke over this province 
and Ontario Sunday evening and still con- 
tinues. The wind at times blew as bard as 70 
miles per hour. The streets and the surround- 
ing country are covered with snow drifts ten 
feet deep in places, and the most severe cold 
prevails. Horse car lines here have stopped 
running. Forty-four people were picked up 
in the streets by the police Sunday 
night, unable to make their way through 


the storm, being either benumbed by the cold 
or bewildered by the winds. The storm was 
felt more severely on the lower 8t. Law- 
rence than anywhpre else. The steamer 
Pomeranian, bound for Liverpool, which was 
rounded, also made an attempt to reach 
uebec Sunday with the aid of four — Sne 
got as far as Baitiscan, forty-four miles this 
side of Quebec, where she anchored for the 
night. esterday, not only the steamship, 
but the tugs, too, were frozen in solid. The 
Pomeranian will not get through this season. 
Her bows are badly cut by the iceand the 
channel being so narrow she will probably 
be forced ashore on the rocks and mea 
total loss. The Allan Steamship Co. which 
owns ber will lose over 8800, 000. 

At Quebec the gale is raging furiously and 
the iron ferry ats that ply between that 
point and Point wie are cnught in the ice 
which threatens to crush them. The steam- 
ship Poiino, bound from Cape Breton to 
Quebec, wasseen struggling against the gale 
and ice inthe gulf off Fame Point, 320 miles 
below Quebec, at daylight yesterday. She 
suddenly disappeared and has not been seen 
or reported since. There are fears that she 
has been lost, She had forty passengers, a 
crew of thirty and a general cargo. At L'Islet 
and Rivier du Lopre port there are blinding 
snow storms with heavy gaics. Point Mas- 
ueran signal Station reports a brig caught in 


the ice, powerless in the yale und flying sig 
nals of distress.

How the Preliminary Poll Is Made—A Care. 


fal Count—The List of Doubtfuls—dow 
Votes Are Inflaenced—Political Trades.

OW that the pollit- 

ical battle is over, 
said George H. McKee 
of Madison, Ind., who 
is atthe Southern, it 
may be well to look over 
the field and see how 
the fight was lost and 
won. I myself was an 
active member of the 
State Central Committee 
of the Democratic party 
in Indiana and from 
the start watched the 
methods of the Repub- 
neans and now cannot refrain from admiring 
the skillful mauner in which they conducted 
thecampaign. From the first they knew that 
the odas were against them and deter- 
mined to overcome their disadvantages 
u money and enterprise could do it. 
Jam not one of those who assert that all the 
manipulation was done by Republicans; we 
Democrats were also very active and did as 
well as we could, but we were fairly outgen- 
eraled. One often reads about States being 
polled before an election, but I do not believe 
that it is done with any thoroughness outside 


of Indiana. 
HOW INDIANA WAS POLLED. 

„We have no registration law, but the amount 
of traud that arises from this cause is greatly 
overestimated. Once for all I would like to 
say that the part played by Imported voters 
in national or State elections in Indiana 
ie much smaller than is popularly 
supposed. Ido not mean that either party is 
too good tu resort to colonization, but that the 
anti-election poll js too close and sbarp to ad- 
init of its successful practice. The only col- 
onization done is by Republicans in strong Re- 
publican precincts and by the Democrats in 
Democratic precincts. But wherever the vote 
is close the importation of voters is a practi- 
cal impossibility, and any attempt of the kind 
would at once lend to a riot. 

„The manner in which a poll is made, said 
Mr. McKee, is characteristic of a State with- 
out registration laws, and must be commenced 
from three to four months before an election. 

THE FIRST COUNT. 

„At the headquarters of the committees of 
both parties are several copies of maps of every 
county, arranged according to population. In 
our beadquarters 600 voters were taken as a 
unit; in the Republican 300 was the standard. 
This was called acircle, and was marked out 
on the map, the fecords of previous elections 
being taken as a standard. A list of the voters 

ofeach circle, as far as known, was made out. 
and in the Democratic committee ve, and in 
the Republican committee six trustworthy 
men were appointed to make a political poll of 
each circle. Lists were sent lu to headquar- 
ters under three heads, Democratic, Repub- 


licamn and doubtful votes. The pollers were 
ohosen because of their acquaintance with 
their neighbors, and the firet reports sent in 
could always be reiied on as very nearly aocu- 
rate. By this preliminary poll the political 
complexion of fully 8 per cent of the voters 
was settied, and, from what I have been able 
to learn since the election, the estimates of 
the Republicans and Democrats up to this 
int came within 1,200 of each other. By the 
middie of August the managers of the cam- 
paign, by referring toa echedule, were as well 
able to tell the politica] standing of ae oa 
in the State as members of bis own ily 
could have done. 
CANVASSING THE DOUBTFUL VOTE. 
**‘When the first liste had been completed, 
the real work of the campaign began. A sec- 
ond list, and this the important one, was 
made out, including the doubtful voters 
alone. Word was again sent to the circie 
dommittee men, asking for full particulars, as 
far as obtainable, of the business, financial 
condition and previous history of every man 
whose vote was doubtful. Here the superior 
Republican organization first made iteelf felt. 
They had, in proportion to the number of 
voters, about 70 per cent more local workers 
than we had and were in possession of 
correspondingly more accurate informa 
tion. Then the work of influencing 
these voters began. A number of manipu- 
lators, chosen for their skill, were sent from 
headquarters to the various circles, amply 
rovided with funds. If a small Democratic 
armer owed a bill ata store owned by a Re- 
publican, he was oe to pay up at once 
or stand suit, but if he would promise to vote 
the Republican ticket he was given time, the 
storekeeper being liberally compensated for 
the delay from the general fund. In a country 
where nearly all the small farmers are in debt 
for their supplies for the winter this 
method of canvassing was most effective, and 
formed one of the largest items of the 
tammpaign expenses. The Republicans, who 
sontrolied a large majority of the small 
stores, gained thousan of votes in this 
way. Farm laborers, most of whom would 
be thrown out of employment during the 
winter, were given to understand that the 
choice of those who were to be retained de- 
4 on their polltleal action. For a man 
be a pronounced Democrat or Republican 
was greatly to his disadvantace, as no atten- 
tion was paid to him, or consideration ac- 
corded. he man whose political status is 
uncertain is the man who is sought after and 
who may ask favors.

gt. Charles is the narro west street in what is 
recognized as the newly developed business 
section—a mere alley in width compared to 
other more pretentious thoroughfares, which 
barely outrival it in building enterprise.
